16 Israeli Teen-Agers Killed 


MAALOT, Israel (AI: i — Israeli soldiers 
charged with guns blazing into a school in this 
half-Jewish, half-Arab village Wednesday in 
what officials described as a desperate 
last-minute effort to stop three Palestinian 
guerrillas from blowing up hostages who 
included about 85 Israeli teen-agers. 
The carnage left virtually all the hostages 
— vacationing pupils and several chaperones 
— dead or wounded. The terrorists also were 
killed. 
The Israeli military command said 16 
hostages were killed in the school and one 
Israeli soldier was killed by terrorist sniper 
fire before the building was stormed. Seventy 
hostages were wounded. 
An explosion went off inside the school and 


smoke poured from its windows as the Israeli 
attack began with bursts of gunfire that 
lasted for about 10 minutes. Some of the 
children were injured when they jumped from 
second-story windows of the building where 
they had been held at gunpoint for about 13 
hours. 
Before they seized the school, the same

terrorists 
had 
killed five other Maalot 
residents. 
A family of four — a seven-months’ preg­ 
nant woman, her husband and two children — 
were massacred in their beds in an apartment 
near the school. An Arab woman was killed

The attack came less than 24 hours after 
police issued a public warning about the 
possibility of terrorist attacks on Wednesday, 
the 26th anniversary of Israel’s independen­ 
ce, which was celebrated last month by the 
Jewish calendar.

Senate Defeats Bill 


Designed to End Busing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate defeated on Wed­ 
nesday an amendment to a $23-billion education bill desig­ 
ned virtually to end busing of grade and high school students 
for desegregation purposes. 
The amendment was defeated on a 47 to 46 vote to adopt a 
motion by Sen Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., to table it. 
The vote was a major victory for civil «rights forces who 
succeeded in getting the Senate to maintain its historic 
position against such anti-busing proposals. 
In the 20 years since the Supreme Court’s school 
desegregation decision, the Senate always has rejected such 
proposals although the House has supported them recently. 
The vote was a defeat for President Nixon who first 
proposed the language in the defeated amendment spon­ 
sored by Sen Edward J Gurney. R-Fla 
The amendment was similar to the anti-busing provision 
put into the bill in the House when that body acted on it in 
March

When most people get around to 
thinking or talking about the police, 
it’s usually in an unpleasant vein. 
People rem em ber getting a ticket 
after going through a red light, and 
how the delay made them late for an 
appointment. They remember being 
cited for some minor offense and 
thinking, “ Don't the police have 
more im portant things to worry 
about?” 
But once in a while everybody 
should take a few minutes to think 
about the many services police per­ 
form. And since this is Police Wekk. 
it’s as good a time as any. 
Maybe it’s trite to remind people 
that somebody has to enforce traffic 
laws, or the streets wouldn't be safe 
to drive. And that if seemingly 
minor crim es, like disorderly con­ 
duct, were ignored, they easily could 
lead to m ore serious ones. 
But every now and then people 
need reminding. PottstowTi residen­ 
ts should remember that when 
they’re in trouble, a caH to borough 
police will bring someone to their 
door within three minutes if it's an 
em ergency. 
And, com pared to other towns, 
Pottstow n’s police force has an 
im p ressiv e 
record for solving 
crim es. 
When a motorist has car trouble in 
an unfam iliar area or gets lost, the 
first thing he looks for is a policeman 
to help him . 
When m inor problems develop in 
neighborhoods, policemen solve 
most of them just by talking to 
people rath er than making arrests.

The project involves 
channel 
improvements 
developm ent of spoil 
disposal areas for open 
space, and opening the main 
bypass of the Manatawny 
Creek dam at High Street. ” 
Development of spoil 
areas, as cited by the 
congressman, means places 
along the river where the silt 
can be deposited after all of 
the river’s islands have been 
removed. 
Opening of the main 
bypass at Manatawny Creek 
dam is considered a major 
aspect of the project. 
With it open the creek will 
be able to flow' free into the 
Schuylkill, thereby reducing 
the backup along the 
Manatawny which generally 
leads 
to 
flooding of 
Memorial Park and the 
basements of homes along 
Manatawny Street. 
Ware said he is attempting 
to expedite processing of the 
project so funds for it can be 
included in the fiscal 1975 
public works appropriations 
bill now being-considered by 
Senate and House commit­ 
tees.

emphasis was not on doing 
the best thing for the 
children. 
We as a board were stag­ 
nant. The public never came 
to our meetings — if anyone 
did he was ridiculed. 
The board refused to 
negotiate with teachers, and 
the teachers were making 
very little money.” 
After Brower B. Yerger, 
John Henry and Roy Bush 
were elected to the board 
“ things started to buzz,” and 
the old-fashioned setup was 
on its way out, she noted. 
“ T h ey 
w ere 
very 
instrumental in making the 
first positive changes. The 
whole idea of education in 
Pottstown changed — the 
emphasis was on the 
children. 
Now I don’t get calls about 
children who don’t have 
books. 
Today we have 
libraries and current books, 
art, music, proper education 
for deprived children. 
Educationally we have 
come a long, long way,” she 
surmised. 
And with a smile Mrs. 
Struckmann 
said it is 
satisfying to look back on 
those positive changes. 
While her forecast of the 
future of Pottstown schools 
is good, her opinion of local 
politics in the past few 
years has become one of 
“ complete disillusionment.” 
Mrs. Struckmann began 
her lengthy tenure on the 
board as a Republican. She1 
cam e 
from 
a 
strong 
Republican family and her 
late husband Ernst, was 
Republican 
But after the improvemen­ 
ts made by Democrats 
Yerger, Henry and Bush, 
Mrs. Struckmann became 


frustrated that she was 
obliged to vote along party 
lines, and decided not to run 
for re-election 
Her Democratic friends 
convinced her that switching 
political parties was a sim­ 
ple solution to the quandary, 
and she maintains she 
doesn’t regret the decision 
though it has made her sub­ 
sequent years on the board 
troublesome at times 
She left the Republican 
party to be able to vote 
according to her conviction 
and now she finds ironically 
that history has repeated 
itself, and she has been con­ 
demned by Pottstown's 
Democratic hierarchy for 
voting according to her con­ 
victions rather than along 
party lines. 
“ I am still a registered 
Democrat, but as far as the 
Democratic hierarchy in 
Pottstown is concerned, I 
don’t exist. 
Her first confrontation 
with the party occurred 
when she supported Sen. 
Richard Schweiker after he 
bucked the Republican par­ 
ty. Her vote for Howard 
Kalis as solicitor for the 
board recently led to her 
being “ virtually disowned 
by the Democratic party.” 
After the Kalis decision, 
Paul Bridegam, Pottstown’s 
Democratic party chair­ 
man, made public his resent­ 
ment of Mrs. Struckmann’s 
refusal to kowtow to party 
discipline and sought to 
relieve her of her post on the 
board. 
He charged her job in the 
office of Michael Stigura, 
Pottstown district justice, 
was improper in light of her 
elective office. 
“ I ’ve been happy being 
independent on the board — 
and what’s the difference:’ 
We’re on the board for one 
reason — the children. 
If you think about the kids 
first you can’t go wrong.” 
She swung a key vote in 
the Pottstown School Board 
meeting Monday night, 
changing her vote to make 
possible the striking on the 
controversial residency 
requirement from the policy 
manual. 
“ I did a lot of soul-sear­ 
ching and decided it was 
wrong. But I would like to 
see 
the central staff 
(superintendent and his 
assistants) live in the 
district,” she noted. 
The board has been an 
integral part of Mrs. Struck- 
mann's life and she claims 
vacations in Pottstown will 
include attending board 
meetings. 
“ Serving on the board has 
been a challenge and has 
helped me get over some 
very bad times — the death 
of my husband and my son. 
It has helped fill the gap." 
Her son William lost a 
lifelong battle with cystic 
fibrosis in 1972. 
Mrs. Struckmann believes 
no one is indispensable and 
she believes the board will 
continue to perpetuate the 
high quality of education in 
Pottstown. - 
“ There was a time I would 
have hesitated in leaving the 
board because 1 felt there 
was important work to be 
come,” she observed “ Now 
I think we’re on the right 
track.”

A heart attack is a shat­ 
tering emotional expereinee. 
In a split second a forceful, 
active, productive per­ 
sonality is converted to a 
sick invalid. 
Such is the saga of the 
in v o lu n ta r y , sudden 
admission into the not-so-ex- 
clusive “coronary club."’ 
T h is 
“ f r a te r n a ) ” 
organization drafts 'people 
from every social, economic 
and intellectual group. 
A hectic, anxiety-ridden 
pattern of living, filled with 
ex cess to bacco , high 
cholesterol and unsuspected 
high blood pressure expands 


the size of the coronan' club 
The tireless tycoon who 
could not possibly find .any 
time to relax suddenly is 
transplanted into a hospital, 
with six full weeks of enfor­ 
ced bed rest ahead of him. 
No telephones, no smoking, 
a 900-calorie-a-day diet, and 
no visitors are some of the 
prerequisites for ultimate 
recovery. 
At first, the coronary 
patient is overwhelmed by 
the stu n n ing disaster. 
Anxiety and apprehension 
about himself and his family 
dominate the early phase of 
the acute attack 
With intensive medical 


c a r e a n d c o n s ta n t 
reassurance, the initial 
impact is alleviated He 
leams to adjust to the total 
dependence on nurses and 
family and the restrictions 
imposed on him 
Even in the very early 
s ta g e s of recovery, 
em otional rehabilitation 
must start if the patient is to 
be returned to society as a 
functioning human being 
Unfortunately, far too 
many people are shackled 
by fear, and spend the rest of 
their lives as chronic car­ 
diac invalids. 
Despite the total physical 
recovery from the heart, 
attack, constant, anxiety 


about the possibility of a 
recurrence dominates the 
lives of these post-cardiacs 
A coronary heart attack is 
a family affair. It takes the 
coordinated efforts of the 
doctors and members of the 
family to aid in the total 
physical and emotional 
re c o n s tru c tio n of a 
threatened life. 
The greatest contribution 
that can be made by the 
family is to integrate the 
post-coronary into all phases 
of family life He mast be 
encouraged to resume ail 
activities within the limits of 
physical an d e mot i ona 1 
activity prescribed for him. 
A corona.ry experience 


may actually prolong life if 
it serves as a valuable 'war­ 
ning to review and revise 
frenetic patterns of living

Bud Freeman Recalls 
50 Years in Jazz 
NEW YORK - Bud 
Freeman, the great tenor 
sax player, is nearly 70 
years old. he's been playing 
jazz, for 50 years, and he's 
lived what he describes .as 
“a life that’s been very 
interesting and rich.’’ 
Tn fact,” says Bud, “I 
wish I could afford the way I 
live. But if I could afford to 
live the way I live. I’d hate to 
spend my own money!” 
T hat’s Bud Freeman, 
member of “The World's 
Greatest Jazz Band.” ardent 
golfer and collector of good 
humor. 
Tm not sensitive about 
my age.” Bud told me. “but 
the other evening when a 
lady in her 50s came up to 
the bandstand and greeted 
me and said: *My mother 
said to say hello to you." I felt 
a little depressed.” 
But Bud, never can stay 
depressed for more than a 
minute That’s because he's 
such a jazz nut. It’s his life. 
“Jazz.” he says, “is the 
only kind of music that has 
the power to take one out of a 
state of despondency. I 
know, because I’ve tested 
this in listening to every kind 
of music played If one is 
happy, jazz makes one hap­ 
pier. If one is despondent, 
jazz gives one a lift.” 
I'm. gald. of course, that 
Bud has jazz to chase away 
the blahs. But I. don’t think 
he needs it. He sees fun and, 
humor in so many situations, 
he doesn’t really have to rely 
on all that jazz, 
“Back in the 20s when I 
was learning to play the 
sax.” says Bud, “I worked in 
a joint that was owned by 
bootleggers and gunmen. 
One of the owners, a certain 
Tony D . noticed that 1 was a 
little frightened of the 
environment. In an effort to 
comfort me, he put his arm 
around me and said: ‘Bud­ 
dy, don’t ever worry about 
anybody in this here joint, 
because nobody in this here 
joint will hurt, you unless he 
gets paid for it!’ “ 
Well, you see what I mean,.. 
T his m an . this Bud 
Freeman, is a guy who made 
life much happier for all the 
musicians he worked with, 
including Benny Goodman, 
Tommy Dorsey, Louie Arm­ 
strong. Eddie Condon. Jack 
Teagarden, Glenn Miller, 
Pee Wee Russell and Gene 
Krupa. 
And they made him happy 
too. Once, for instance. 
Louis Armstrong returned 
from a tour of the country 
and he began to hold rehear­ 
sals in his house preparatory 
to a nightclub opening He 
invited Bud to attend one of 
the sessions. When Bud got 
there he found the Arm­ 
strong home jammed with 
people, all Louie’s friends 
from the neighborhood. 
Louis took Bud ,aside, 
rolled his eyes and gave a 
big wink. “ Watch your 
pockets’” he said 


Bud tells stories like that 
in a book he's put together — 
“ You Don’t Look Like a 
Musician” — and he gives 
many intimate little glimp­ 
ses of people like Ethel 
Waters, Billie Holliday, Hot 
Lips Page. Harry James. 
Ted Lewis and many, many 
more. 
Talking about band leader 
Eddie Condon, for instance. 
Bud says that in. the early 30s 
Eddie was living, when, he 
could afford it. in a dumpy 
hotel at Broadway and 53rd 
Street. Bud and his brother 
went to see Eddie in his 
miserable little room, and 
the brother asked how much 
he was paying. 
“Fifty cents a day,” said 
Eddie. 
“ You’re being over­ 
c h a rg e d .” said Bud’s 
brother.

NEW YORK — Greetings, 
fellow drinkers. Here are 
some weekend suggestions 
for better boozing. 
If you are á martini man. 
order the wife and kids to get 
up early so they can crush a 
nice batch of ice cubes and 
place said ice in sterling 
si I.ver champa gne bucket. 
Then have them insert three 
or four crystal-clear, 
long-stemmed cocktail 
glasses bowls downward into 
the crushed tee, with the 
understanding that every 
hour on the hour — until you 
arise — they'll sprinkle 
absinthe on the ice. 
Rise at the crack of noon, 
gently, stir a bowl of British 
gin, whisper “Vermouth” 
into it, extricate one of the 
frozen and heavily-scented 
glasses, and pour. Do not 
desecrate with an olive or 
taint with a twist of lemon 
peel, If it isn’t cold enough 
for your mangled taste buds, 
you may add one lump of 
clear ice. 
Or, for an option, beat the 
wife and kids. 
As for you Scotch, bourbon 
and blend fellows, pour a 
triple on the rocks and top it 
off with a jigger of fresh 
orange juice. This is what 
the late Frank Conniff 
called, “The Breakfast of 
Runners-up.” 
And h e r e ’s another 
suggestion: pray for guts 
enough to give up the stuff. 
Am fresh back from a lun­ 
ch of the New' York City 
affiliate of the National 
Council on Alcoholism 
(NCA). There was a big jug 
of ice tea on each crowded 


table at the Plaza. Speakers 
included the enormously 
earnest and capable Sen. 
Harold E. Hughes of Iowa, a 
former alcoholic who has 
made another noble choice 
of late: he will not run for 
re-election but, instead, 
enter upon the religious life. 
Hughes gave up the stuff 
29 years ago. His Senate 
Hughes Act created the 
National Institute of Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism... 
For the first time, 
alcoholism received sub­ 
stantial federal support in 
terms of programs and fun­ 
ding. He was able to announ­ 
ce at the lunch that the 
Congress had provided new 
funding to renew his 
c r us ad i ng belief that 
alcoholism is the nation’s 
“largest untreated treatable 
disease.” 
Sen. Hughes was followed 
by Dr. Nicholas A. Pace, 
president of the New York 
affiliate of the NCA, chief 
medical adviser to General 
Motors, and a nationally 
known figure in the field of 
arthritis. He gave us some 
statistics that made the 
non-tea drinkers shake in 
their cups: 
“Alcoholism causes 49 per 
cent of all hospital 
admissions, 31 per cent of all 
suicides, 69 per cent of all 
homicides and 40 per cent of 
all family court problems, 
and six and one half million 
employed alcoholics cause 
industry to lose $10 billion 
annually in accidents, 
insurance claims, property 
damage and productivity. 
“Alcohol is responsible for 
25,000 highway deaths a 


year. Cirrhosis of the liver is 
the fourth cause of death of 
people over 40 years of age 
in the United States. Right 
here in New York City more 
than 400,000 New Yorkers 
have this illness, and there 
are one and one half million 
men, women and children 
adversely affected by this 
condition. 
“Alcoholism is responsible 
for more than 14,000 divor­ 
ces a year in New York, .and 
$165 million worth of welfare 
payments. Studies show that 
five per cent of the total 
population has or is on the 
verge of having this 
problem 
It crosses all 
economic levels, and all 
professions: White collar 
WOrker s, blue collar 
workers, doctors, lawyers, 
housewives. All. are suscep­ 
tible. 
“The U.S. government has 
now i n d i c a t e d th a t 
alcoholism is the most 
serious drug problem in 
America and the epidemic is 
spreading to our youngsters. 
The FBI reported in 1960 
that the number of young­ 
sters under 18 arrested for 
drunken driving was 13.537 
and in 1973 the number had 
risen to 31.173. 
“The kids have switched 
from heroin and pills, but. 
have taken to heavy alcohol 
drinking. These kids, many 
of whom start at age 13, are 
not drinking to be smart the 
way kids years ago drank. 
They are drinking to get 
high, to black out troubles. 
The kids are going from soda 
pop to fruit wines. The con­ 
sumption of wine has gone 
from 3,000.000 gallons in 1968 
to 33,000,000 this past year.”

Nation on Memorial Day 
Turns Toward Arlington 


WASHINGTON - On 
Memorial Day, the nation 
inevitably turns in sorrow 
and pride toward the expan­ 
se of tree-shaded Virginia 
hills across the Potomac 
River from Washington, 
DC.A r li ng t on National 
Cemetery often lias been 
called the most hallowed 
ground in the United States. 
Here are buried Presidents 
William Howard Taft and 
John F Kennedy and tens of 
thousands of military and 
national heroes. 
T he c e m e t e r y site 
originally formed part of a 
6,000-acre grant made by a 
Virginia colonial governor to 
ship captain Robert Howsen 
for bringing colonists to the 
New World 
But the patch of wilder­ 
ness inhabited by Indians 
and wild animals meant lit­ 
tle to a seafaring man, and 
Howsen soon traded the 
property for six hogsheads 
of Virginia tobacco. 
In 1778, John Parke Custis, 
stepson of George Washing­ 
ton, bought about 1,100 acres 
of the tract. He named the 
estate “Arlington" after an 
ancestra 1 home in Vi rgmia’s 
North a m pton County. 
Cu st is ’ son, George 
Washington Parke Custis, 


built a white-columned man­ 
sion atop a hill in Arlington. 
Robert E. Lee married 
Custis daughter and became 
master of the estate, which 
he left forever at the out­ 
break of the Civil War. 
As the war continued, the 
wounded and ill crowded 
Washington’s military 
hospitals. Many soldiers 
died. Others were brought 
from, nearby battlefields for 
burial at the capital. Soon, 
military cem eteries at 
Soldiers’ Home and in neigh­ 
boring Alexandria, Va , 
were filled. 
Gen.. Montgomery Meigs, 
quarterm aster general of 
the army, asked President 
Lincoln to designate Arling­ 
ton a military cemetery Mr. 
Lincoln gave his permission 
after a visit to the field 
hospitals, 
An order of June 15, 1864, 
established 200 of Arling­ 
ton’s acres as a national 
cemetery. The first recorded 
burial, however, had 
occurred May 13, when Pvt. 
William Chrisman, Com 
pany G, 67th Pennsylvania 
Infantry, was interred 
beneath a cedar tree. Two 
days later, an unknown Con­ 
federate prisoner-of-war 
was buried nearby. 


Since then, more than 
1.62.000 others have joined 
the two soldiers, and the 
cemetery has been enlarged 
to 518 acres. 
On the first official 
Memorial Day, May 30,1868, 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant and 
5.000 other men and women 
who had lost loved ones in a 
war more terrible than any 
the nation had known, 
gathered in Arlington. 
The orator, Gen. James A 
Garfield, said there could be 
no better resting place for 
them than “ under the 
shadow of the Capitol saved 
by their valor Here, where 
the grim edge of battle 
joined; here, where all the 
nope and fear and agony of 
their country centered ; here 
let them rest, asleep in the 
nation’s heart, entombed in 
the nation’s love, ” he said. 
Among the honored dead 
in Arlington are the 
Unknown Soldier of Work 
War I, the two Unknowns oi 
World War II and Korea, 2JW 
nen who went down in thi 
Maine in Havana Harbor 
Generals John J Pershmj 
and George C. Marshall 
Admirals Richard E Byn 
and Robert K. Peary 
William Jennings Bryan an 
Robert Todd Lincoln 


2 Chinas Have 
Astute Spokesmen 
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HY EDWARD NE1LAN 


Two of the most astute and 
effective government spokes­ 
men I have ever encountered 
are Ma Yu-chen and Fred­ 
erick F. Chien. 
Ma, chief of the1 Foreign 
Correspondents Division, in­ 
formation Office, Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs of 'the Feo- 
ple’s Republic of China, ad­ 
mitted he was as out of shape 
.as. 1 was when we tried to 
scale an especially steep part 
of the Great Wall last. year. 
Although he has never 
visited the United States, Ma 
proved to' be very conversant, 
with 
American institutions 
and discussed critically some 
of the books which recent 
American visitors have writ­ 
ten about, his country. 
During a picnic lunch in Pe­ 
king’s old Summer Palace, 
Ma talk'isd about 'the impor­ 
tance to his government of the 
“return” of Taiwan to main­ 
land political control. 
There has been at least one 
report, that Ma’s personable­ 
ness with American reporters 
may have gotten him in some 
'trouble during Peking's cur­ 
rent 
political 
campaign. 
Diplomats said he was not 
seen for several weeks during 
the early spring. 
Fred Chien, who is du. ecfor 
general of the Government 
Information Office (GIO) of 
the Republic of China (Tai­ 
wan >, will not be overjoyed at 
having, his name mentioned in 
the same breath as Ma’s. And 
vice versa 


While Ma has been out of 
sight recently in Peking, 
■Chien has been very visible 
recently in the United States, 
bringing to this country the 
m essage that Taiwan is 
“alive and well” despite its 
.senes of diplomatic setbacks. 
Not only has Taiwan sur­ 
vived, prospered, and con- 
ti n u. ed 
to 
demon stra te 
political stability, but the out­ 
look for the future, both eco­ 
nomically and politically, 
seems good. 
Curiously and somewhat 
ironically, the W atergate 
situation seems to have 
played, at least a, partial role. 
The Nixon administration has 
had some second thoughts 
about diplomatic recognition 
of Peking and there are some 
serious doubts, whether 'Con­ 
gress would stand still for 
such a move in the present 


political atmosphere. 
Chien, 37, project* the con­ 
fident, positive attitude of 
Taiwan today — as contrasted 
to the dowinn-the-dumpi out­ 
look back in 1971 when the 
country was voted, out of the 
United Nations. 
Talking with Chien in his 
Taipei office last June, I men­ 
tioned the economic progress 
that was evident since my 
first visit in 1959. 
Since I had recently come 
from, a visit to the People’s 
Republic — including Chien’s 
home town of 
Hangchow, 
Chekiang province — he was 
very interested in my impres­ 
sions of life there. 
'Chien’s month-long visit, to 
the United States, which 
began March 31, was ostensi­ 
bly to participate in Taiwan’s 
exhibit at the Spokane, Wash,, 
Expo ’74, His tightly packed 
schedule of interviews, din­ 
ners, seminars and television 
appea ran oes i, s cha rac ter istie 
of the energy he brings to hu 
job. 
The Government Informa­ 
tion Office has no precise 
counterpart in the .American 
government. In the United 
States, Chien would be the 
head of the U.S. Information 
Agency, White House press 
secretary, and head of the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission all rolled into 
one. 
The GIO is even charged 
with selecting winners of Tai­ 
wan’s Golden Bell (Chinese 
Emmy) and Golden Horse 
iOscar) awards. 
Chien earned his master’s 
and doctor of philosophy de­ 
grees at Yale University and. 
has been a professor, foreign 
service official, secretary of 
'the Executive Yuan (cabinet) 
and President Chiang Kai- 
shek’s English secretary and, 
on occasion, interpreter. 
He was director of the North 
.American Desk of the Minis­ 
try of Foreign .Affairs in 1969 
and was an adviser to the Tai­ 
wan delegation to the United 
Nations during the fateful ses­ 
sion of 1971. 
As any visitor to Taiwan 
knows, Chien has a legitimate 
story to tell about 'the nation’s 
economic progress. 
There is no question that 
■nearly 1,6 million citizens of 
the Republic of China on Tai­ 
wan are living better than the 
800 million citizens of the Peo­ 
ple’s Republic of China.

Mullen was chairman, of 
the House Appropriations 
Committee when Democrats 
held the m ajority in that

one of the most powerful 
men in Harrisburg. 
No two candidates for any 
office in the Prim ary .are as 
far apart in their thinking 
than Shapp and Mullen. 
While Shapp favors abor­

Mullen opposes it, 
Shapp is against the death 
penalty and Mullen favors it. 
Mullen opposes liberalized 
divorce laws; Shapp favors 
them, 
It was the abortion issue,

Mullen's entry into the race. 
He enjoys a substantial

On the Republican side of 
the ledger, three men are 
seeking the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination 
The best known of the 
three is Andrew- L. Lewis 
Jr., whose name will appear 
on the ballot as “Drew 
Lewis.” 
The Schwenksville area 
man, in addition to enjoying 
the party’s endorsement, in 
his race for nomination, is 
the better known, of the three 
candidates. 
■ The other two are Leonard 
M. Strunk, Coatesville area 
economist and chairman of 
the Chester County Tax 
Action 
C om m ittee, and 
Alvin Joseph Jacobson,. 
Abbots to1wn, Adams County. 
• And if Shapp is conceded 
by the professionals to have 
the edge over his opponent, 
Lewis, they say, faces no dif­ 
ficulty at all in his race for 
the nomination.

"Hut 1 want to, and I can, 
promise that the govern­ 
ment — any Israeli govern­ 
ment — will do everything in 
its power to chop off the han 
ds that intend to harm a 
child or an adult , in a city or 
in a village 
"And for all of us there is 
only one thing left: to .guard 
in the most strenuous mari­ 
ner our strength and our 
lives ” 
The 76-year-old premier, 
looking grief-stricken and 
fatigued, said the govern­ 


ment had been prepared to 
subm it to g uerrilia demands 
to free their imprisoned 
comrades in return for the 
children's release 
"The government decided 
that on the bodies of children 
we do not fight wars,” Mrs 
Meir said Israel had never

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — It 
took well over 1,000 man- 
years of engineering and en­ 
vironmental research and 
half a dozen impact studies, 
hut Alaska’s hot-oil pipeline 
project finally seems ready to 
go. 
When it does, 10 billion bar­ 
rels of crude oil will flow from 
Prudhoe Bay on the North 
Slope, across 789 miles of 
some of the world’s roughest 
terrain, to tankers bound for 
western U.S. ports. 
It’s none too soon for the 


state of Alaska, fluctuating 
between oil boom, and bust 
since Atlantic Richfield an­ 
nounced its first major strike 
in 1968; none too soon for 
Alyeska Pipeline Service Co., 
whose estima te of the cost of a 
pipeline to 'bring the oil to 
market has risen from $900 
million to over $4 billion dur­ 
ing the four-year delay. 
And none too soon for many 
Americans in the “ Lower 48” 
states, who look, to Alaska to 
help relieve mounting fuel 
shortages. 
When the pipeline was first 
proposed, construction details 
were sketchy at best, They 
passed over such questions as 
how- to safely convey large 
volumes of hot oil across per­ 
mafrost 
and 
earthquake 
faults, how to insure that the 
line wouldn’t interfere with 
caribou migrations, and how­ 
to safeguard the multimillion-

Nixon met at the White 
House with Health, 
Education and Welfare Sec. 
'Caspar Weinberger and with 
K enneth R. Cole Jr., 
executive director of the 
President’s domestic coun­ 
cil. 
Weinberger and Cole said 
the President ordered fur­ 
ther consultation with 
Congress and those outside 
the governm ent before 
proceeding with the 
preparation of an income 
maintenance substitute for 
the existing categories of 
welfare. We inberger ’s 
department had prepared a 
cash assistance plan with 


some negative income tax 
features. 
C O N S E R V A T IV E 
But Cole mentioned later 
that the President, recog­ 
nizes th at no welfare 
legislation can get through 
congress without some con­ 
servative support. 
Nothing will be submitted 
unless it has “some substan­ 
tial degree” of advance sup­ 
port, Weinberger said. 
For the first time, he listed 
a “middle” option between 
the cash income maintenan­ 
ce concept and making only 
minor adjustments in, aid, to 
families with dependent 
c h il d ren and other 
programs.

The system has the advan­ 
tage of offering enriched 
course offering, with each 
t e a c h e r c a r r y i n g a 
relatively light load in the 
areas of his special streng­ 
ths.

Pope Paul VI 
Astonished With 
Divorce Victory 
VATICAN CITY (HIMI - 
Pope Paul VI Wednesday 
expressed his “pain and as­ 
tonishment” over t'be' land­ 
slide referendum victory of 
Italy’s divorce law but said 
that no vote can change the 
law of God and the church, 
In his first personal reac­ 
tion to the divorce victory, 
the 
pontiff 
also 
chided 
priests who publicly suppor­ 
ted the divorce law and said 
he presumed they “did not 
fully take account of the 
seriousness of their action.” 
In a two-day referendum 
Sunday and Monday, 59 per 
cent of Italians voted to 
retain 
civilian 
divorce 
legislation and 41 per cent 
voted 
to 
repeal 
the 
three-year-old law. 
Speaking to a group of 
newlyweds at his weekly 
general audience, the Pope 
said he was aware that “a 
large 
majority 
of 
the 
beloved Italian people have 
spoken in favor of a law 
which 
admits 
a certain 
possibil ity of di vo rce. ’ ’ 
"Unfortunately, this is for 
us a reason of pain and 
astonishment,” 
the 
Pope 
said. 
“ Also because the 
dutiful solidarity of not a few 
members 
of 
the 
ecclesiastical 
community 
was missing in support of the 
just and good thesis of the 
indissolubility 
of 
matrimony. 
“This law does not change 
the law of God and of the 
church,” the 
Pope .said, 
raising his voice. 
The Vatican, the Christian 
Democrats 
and 
the 
neo-Fascist Italian Social 
Movement had joined forces 
in the attempt to repeal the 
divorce law. 
The issue split Catholics. A 
cardinal warned that anyone 
voting for divorce might go 
to Hell. But on the other side 
of 
the 
spectrum, 
some 
priests publicly campaigned 
to keep the divorce law on 
the books and two of them, 
were suspended. 
“We may assume that 
they - acted 
without fully 
faking 
into 
account the 
seriousness of their actions 
even though.. . the law of God 
and the church should not 
have left any doubt,” the 
Pope said.

WASHINGTON-Chinese 
women have come a long 
way, baby, from the time 
they were beasts of burden 
for their husbands in-laws, 
but there are still some rem­ 
nants of sex discrimination 
in Mao’s China, reports a 
feminist psychologist who 
recently returned from the 
Mainland. 
O fficially 
the 
Chinese 
Communist government is 
committed to equal rights 
for 
women, even to the 
extent of encouraging men 
to take over an equal share 
of the housework, explained 
Carol Tavris, an editor of the 
M a g a z in e 
P sy c h o lo g y 
Today, in an interview. 
A huge system of day care 
centers and nurseries in the 
factories, offices, shops and 
farms frees women from the 
sole responsibility of child 
rearing, 
“a critical step 
toward equality,” she said. 
But 
th e r e 
are 
still 
obstacles to equality for 
women in the new China, 
said Mrs. Tavris, who spent 
a month touring the country. 


E Q U A L P A Y 
“ Take the business of 
equal pay for equal work — 
the problem is that women, 
don’t do equal work, or that 
the work women do is seen 
as less important,1'’ she said. 
Women also hold most of 
the jobs dealing with young 
children in nurseries, day 
care centers and elementary 
schools. 
“'When, I asked why, the 
'Chinese1 would explain, that 
'women were ‘better1 with 
children, although I. found, 
that most men, in Chira had 
excellent relationships with 
their children, and, were fery 


attentive 
and 
concerned 
with them ,” she said.

unheard of, she said 
Sex education is left to 
parents in China and one 
young woman recalled that 
she had not learned “the 
true purpose of marriage” 
from her mother until the 
night before her wedding 
These attitudes toward sex 
have freed Chinese women 
from the onus of being sex 
objects, Mrs Tavris said. 
The Chinese liberation of 
women has gone through two 
stages — the initial reform 
of marriage laws coming 
wi t h 
t h e 
C o m m u n i s t 
takeover in 1945, and the 
cultural 
revolution of the 
m id-1960's that 
brought 
women into the work force in 
substantial numbers. Mrs. 
Tavris said 
Given 
the 
institutional 
structures that the 'Chinese1 
government has built up as 
the basis for female equality 
— particularly the day care 
centers — it may 'be only a 
m atte r of time before 
women assert their right to 
political, leadership, she 
said...

ficult enough to get women 
out of their homes and into 
jobs, 
so

first steps 
toward political power may 
be even harder,;, she said 


TOKEN NUMBERS 
Women are represented in 
only token numbers in the 
p r e s t i g i o u s 
P e o p l e ' s 
Liberation Army and made 
up only 20 per cent of the 
delegates to the last party 
congress. Mrs. Tavris said, 
but women are being elected 
in growing numbers to the 
revolutionary committees 
that

as governing 
boards for every institution 
— factory, commune, school 
or hospital — in China

Let’s say he follows the best 
course of permitting East to win, 
the opening heart lead with the

In the actual case, this is. a 
highly critical decision, for if 
.South, attacks spades at trick 
three the contract goes down, 
while if he attacks diamonds he 
winds up making the contract. 
Once West’s king of diamonds is 
dislodged, his. hearts, .are no 
longer a factor and South 
finishes with, ten tricks. 
The fact is that a diamond 
play at trick three is far better 
than a spade play at that point. 
The only time the spade play 
wins is when West has the ace of 
spades and neither diamond 
honor. 
As against that, leading a 
diamond from dummy wins 
whenever West’s only entry is a 
diamond honor — and there are 
two ways he can hold a diamond 
honor as opposed to only one 
way he can hold a spade honor.

Jim Mich's Biggest A sset— Enthusiasm

Jim Mich has a touch for 
football. A Midas touch, 
perhaps. 
What Jim Mich does is 
take 5-foot-7, 140 pounders 
and turn them into football 
players at St. Pius X High. 
What he has also done in 
his 15 years as coach is to 
take a 6-2, 140 pound golfer 
who never played football 
and add him to the football 
staff.

Psota played basketball, 
baseball and golf at Pius 
before graduating m 1963. In 
college, he played golf tw-o 
seasons for Penn State. And 
when he came back to Pius 
to teach and coach, the 
coaching end was aimed at 
baseball and basketball. 
Then Mich reached out 
and 
ch an ged 
all that, 
changing Psota’s life in the 
process. 
“He popped the question to 
me one day during lunch.’’

Psota remembers. “He said 
how would I like to coach 
football. My reply was that I 
didn’t know very much 
about it, and that 1 never 
played. He asked if I was 
willing to learn, if I was 
willing to work. From that 
point on. Coach Mich has 
been my greatest teacher.” 
Psota struggled at first. 
He learned by watching 
Mich and Jack Koury, who 
left after two years. But the 
thing Psota remembers 
about the beginning was that 
Mich let him have room, let 
him experience for himself.

World Leaders Shocked, Outraged by Bloodshed 


By The Associated Press 
World leaders reacted with shock Wed­ 
nesday at the seizure of some 85 teen-age 
Israeli hostages by Arab terrorists and the 
bloodshed that followed when Israeli troops 
stormed the building in which the hostages 
were being held. 
In Jerusalem , Secretar}7 of State Henry A. 
Kissinger expressed “shock and outrage" 
over the attack and postponed a scheduled 
flight to Damascus, Syria — the next stop on 
his Middle East peace mission. 
“ Violence such as this will serve no cause 
but to undermine the prospects for peace in 
this area. Further we believe that it is time 


for all responsible governments to make clear 
that whatever their political differences such 
inhumane acts must be condemned and those 
who carry them out dealt with severely," 
Kissinger said. 
The White House issued a statement con­ 
demning 
the 
“mindless 
and 
irrational 
action." 
The Senate approved a resolution condem­ 
ning the incident as “an affront to human 
decency and standards of civilized conduct 
between nations." 
The resolution called on President Nixon to 
urge governments harboring terrorist groups 
and individuals “to take appropriate action to 


rid their countries of those who subvert the 
peace through terrorism and senseless violen­ 
ce." 
U.N. Secreiary-Cioneral Kurt Waldheim 
said in a statement that “such violent actions 
are 
to 
be 
condemned 
whatever 
their 
motivation, especially when they involve 
innocent persons, including children. 
“Coming at this crucial point in the search 
for a just and lasting peace in the area, they 
assume 
another dimension. 
I can only 
express my honest hope that all the forces for 
peace which have been at work in recent mon- * 
ths will not be diverted from their course by 
such actions," 


In London, British Prime Minister Ha rod 
Wilson called the raid “anevil outrage." 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky sad 
it was “ terrible that children are being 
included" in the Middle East conflict. 
In Ottawa, Canadian External Affairs 
Minister 
Mitchell Sharp condemned the 
attack as an act “so repulsive as to be almost 
unbelieveable." 
An Arab spokesman in New York said the 
attack 
reflects 
“the frustration of the 
Palestinian peple with the oppressive treat­ 
ment Israel subjects them to and the con­ 
tinued denial of their rights to freedom and 
self-determination.”
